Thr  Archbishops'  CommUslon  In  England  which 
has  been  Investigating  the  admltfton  of  women 
to  the  miniatry  haa  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  Is  no  place  for  them  In' the  priesthood  ol  the 
Church.  No  theological  grounds  have  been  dli- 
ccrered  why  women  ahould  be  barred  from  Holy 
Ordrrs;  sormingly,  however,  there  are  psycho- 
logical obstacles,  real  or  imaginary.  It  was  not  a 
taicn  lAAn-blaaed  eommlailon  which  reached  the 
COnclualon.  It  was  romposfd  of  the  Bishops  of 
Carlisle,  Southwark.  Blackburn  and  Peterborough 
the  IDean  of  St.  Paul's,  the  ArchdoMoa  of  Auck- 
land; Canon  L  W.  Grenstrd  and  Caimn  J  K. 
Mozley,  Mr.  Cyril  Bailey,  Miss  C.  M.  K.  Burrows, 
Lady  Hoskyns,  MIsi  D.  t.  Swayne,  and  Hoad 
DtiuiiiHN  MarRarot  Word-sworth.  It  was  ad- 
mitted by  the  Commission  that  outfildc  the  priest- 
hood there  are  many  directions  in  which  women  & 
iMrvices  can  be  oxtcndcd,  but  "thr  continuous 
tradition  of  the  Church  has  been  that  of  a  male 
priesthood,  and  with  .this  tradition  wt  bolleve 
that  the  general  mind  of  tha  Church  U  itlU  m 
accord." 

A  decision  of  this  character  Is  bonnd  to  give 
i)m  to  emtroycrsjr.  The  vory  issue  arous«'s  xtj-ong 

feelings  for  or  aRaln.st  the  proposal  The  Com- 
.misslon,  In  one  of  its  pronouncements,  expressed 
tha  toallaf  that  tht  pastoral  work  of  a  prleit  eeulu 
not  bo  satisfactorily  conib'ned  with  the  rcsponsi- 
biUtlea  of  a  married  woman  who  had  the  care  of  a 
hMjte.  especially  if  she  should  also  havt  the  eare 
•t  children.  In  the  cvpnt  of  thr  admi.s.sinn  of 
women  to^e  Ministry  It  would  be  impracticable 
to  impose  on  them  a  tow  of  celibacy  from  which 
priestJi  are  exempt.  Apart  from  these  considera- 
tions It  Is  fairly  obvious  that  it  was  psychological 
reasons  that  governed  the  decision  of  the  C<mi< 
mission,  and  this  Is  recognized  by  The  Lancet, 
which  says  that  the  report  will  be  regarded  In 
future  times  as  a  turning  point  In  ecclesiastical 
history.  This  Is  bocau.se  the  Conimi-ssioneis  have 
t akrri  the  revolutionary  step  ol  admitting  the  evi- 
dence of  psychological  medicine- on  the  uncon- 
setooa  foieas  In  medical  life."     "  . 

Thr  Lanrrt  admits  that  psycholoty  throws 
3ome  light  on  the  strong  feeling  thai  is  aroused 
by  the  suggestion  that  women  should  be  admittei' 
to  tha  priesthood.  Tlirrr  Ls  a  powrrfii!  .sub- 
eonsclous  motive  that  regards  such  admLision  as 
phameful,  and  this  sense  of  shame  "is  v<;ry  largely 
based  on  a  non- rational  sex-taboo."  What  Is 
evitf^t.  acqif ding  to  The  Lancet.  Is  that  the 
Commissioners  were  influenced  by  a  belief  that 
prevails  in  the  "lack  of  objectivity"  (arising  from 
Ideas  of  male  dominance  and  female  Inferiority* 
This  conception,  it  believes,  has  Its  background 
"in  irrational  infantile  connption.s  that  persist 
bUblUnlnally  in  adult  life. '  The  Church,  therefore 
would  appecu*  to  recognize  these  conceptions  a.« 
determinants  of  adult  b^avlor.  The  Lancet  then 
rays:  "The  fact  that  the  rulers  of  thr  Church 
now  turn  to  psychological  medicine  indicates  not 
only  that  science  proves  helpful  in  dealing  with 
the  Church's  problrm.s.  but  that  It  is  now  tlrallm; 
in  its  own  way  with  the  same  material  as  tht 
Ohttreh— the  tomar  Ufa  of  man."  «

The  Ottawa  Journal  advances  the  claim  that 
many  of  thosa  who  speak  on  the  radio  should  not 
speak  at  all  tout  shoiild  have  "ghosts"  to  do  that 
service  for  them.  There  are  "ghost '  writers,  so 
why  not  "ghost"  speakers— and  there  is  no  doubi 
that  th"^  need  Is  equally  sufflclent.  The  aii  should 
not  ba  marred  by  unpleasant  voices  any  more 
than  the  printed  word  siiould  olTcnd  too  many 
sensibilities.  The  Journal  s  proposal  1*  in.spired 
by  the  New  Year  Night  broadcast  of  Prorteclal 
Premiers.  That.  It  says.  wa.<m"t  "good  to  hear " 
It  notes  that,  "with  the  exception  of  Premie/ 
Angus  Macdonald,  of  Nova  Scotia,  whose  soft, 
cultured  voice  was  an  oasis  hi  a  desert  of  halting 
and  generally  terrible  enunciation,  the  speeches 
wara  about  aa  bad  as  tbay  eould  ba;" 

Tt  will  not  be  plea.sant  hearing  for  so  many 
Provincial  Premiers  to  learn  that  their  voices  ar-; 
unpleasant  on  the  air.  Many  men  in  puoUc  posi- 
tlons  are  notoriously  deficient  in  putting  their 
thoughts  on  paper.  To  help  themselves  out.  th' y 
employ  thdr  secretaries  in  the  task,  or  qualified 
nrw.spaprrmrn.  This  is  c^laUy  the  ease  when 
they  are  perparlng  speeehas  or  wrliin  .some 
statement  for  the  press.  Their  utterances  are 
really  through  the  medium  o'  "ghost"  writers,  and 
It  Is  equaUy.«ssentlal  that  they  should  be  .similarly 
represented  over  the  radio  vhen  they  have  poor 
voices,  IndlfTerent  enunciation,  bad  oronunda 
tion  and  a  tone  which  offrnds  the  publir  par 
There  Is  in  radio  speaking  more  than  thcr  is  in 
the  written  word,  namely,  that  It  ean  b»  terribly 
revealing  of  the  speaker '.s  personality  T.'ir  tones 
of  the  human  voice,  the  accent  itself,  may  indlcau 
character.  Public  njen.  with  some  few  exceptions, 
know  nothing  at  all  about  thr  technlqae  f  f  radio 
speaking.  That  is  evident  every  day,  and  they 
make  no  affort  to  gilsp  its  posaUMIlUas. 

What  was  wrong  with  tlic  Provinelal  Premiers' 
radio  broadcast  on  New  Year's  Night,  according  t  - 
Tha  Ottawa  Jovmal.  was  that  they  "just  read 
badly  matter  which  .snmrbody  else  had  prepared 
for  them."  They  sho^d  unfamlliarlty  with  the 
contents  of  tbalr  doeuments.  They  tripped  oaer 
words,  they  halted:  they  used  the  wrong  lnfl£. 
Uons.  "The  whole  performance."  says  The  Jon,  - 
nat  "Vaa  a  pity.*  It  Is  not  only  politicians  who 
arr  at  fault  .%^me  of  the  gravest  ofiCndero 
against  good  taste  are  stars  of  the  Mot.-opoiitan 
Opera  Oampany,  both  men  and  women  »ho,  in 
their  own  in  tercets,,  ought  never  to  be  hear^  over 
the  radio  except  when  singing,  because  their 
ipeaklng  voiced  lower  them  in  the  public  cf  teem 
this  Is  a  problem  that  broadcasting  baa  davalopao 
that  of  the  "awfulness"  of  the  voice  m  so  many 
instances,  a  something  that  If  not  enhancing  the 
popularity  of  the  ratuo.

Tlie  United  Statea  oonatiMtkm  la 

not  likn  the  iio>;ltion  of  the  fabled 
politician.  If  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  do  not  harmonise  with 
the  circum.stances  of  the  moment, 
they  cannot  be  changed  as  quickly; 
as  the  principles  of  the  praetleal 

|K)litiriim.  A  mnjnrltv  of  the 
learned  and  profound  jurists  of  the 
Supreme  Court  have  given  their  ta- 
terpretatkwi  of  the  terms  of  the 
constitution.  So  that  Is.  that,  and 
there  is  political  cliaoa  and  economic 
confuflon  which  bode.no  good  for 
the  future  of  the  bold  and  cour- 
ageous President.  The  hitherto 
revered  constitution  which  is  sup- 
po.scd  to  be  a  bulwarlc  In  defence  of 
the  liberties  of  the  people,  actually 
has  become  a  barrier  to  what  some 
people  consider  the  present  aiid  the 
future  prosperity  of  the  nation.

There  may  be  defecta  aa  well  as 
virtues  in  written  oonstltutkms.  The 
people  of  the  United  Statea  have  I 
found  that  out  and  the  people  of 
Canada  also  may  find  that  out. 
The  United  States  eonstlttttkm  may 
be  changed,  but  the  process  of 
alteration  must  be  slow  and  may  be 
difficult.  When  amendmenta  to  the 
constitution  are  proposed,  they  must 
be  siunbltted  to  the  judgment  of 
the  Legiaiaturea  of  the  forty-eight 
states  and  be  adopted  by  more  than 
an  actual  majority.  A  whole  lot  of 
formalities  and  aaae  obJeeUons  mkj 
be  encountfred  when  Canada  under- 
takes to  amend  lt«  Inscribed  eon- 
stitution.
